ID YOU EVER HEAR THE ONE ABOUT THE armed 
police officers that manned the lunch room? Well, this one was 
no joke. Upon returning to school, students discovered security 
guards with guns patrolling the cafeteria as well as the halls 
during lunch hours. 

Many students disagreed with their presence believing they 
weren't necessary. Inklings staff writer Dan Feerst 
(12) asked for an explanation for the presence of the 
guards in his September column. "Is there a possible 
4S reason for the weapons," he asked? Principal James 
Hardman answered his questions when he said, "The 
police officers see themselves as the student's advocate 
They are here to protect and assist students." 

Police Officer J. Swanson said, "Unfortunately, many 
students believe the presence of security in the school is an 
attack against them personally." Several factors warranted the 
presence of security, including the illegal use of tobacco, alcohol, 
and/or drugs, according to the officer.

What is it?- A Quincenera is a Mexican tradition that celebrates a young girl's 
fifteenth birthday by introducing her to society as a young woman. 

A Catholic Mass is celebrated to give thanks and praise to God for 
her life. During the Mass, the girl commits herself to God and prays 
for His guidance and blessing. Usually a reception is held in her 
honor to wish her love and happiness. 

Preparation- All of the preparations for the event took a year to 
accomplish. Erica chose thirty attendants; fifteen girls and fifteen 
boys. The attendants were paired by height into fifteen couples, each 
representing a year of Erica's life. The attendants practiced a few times 
a week to learn a dance they performed at the reception. Erica's family 
sponsored different aspects needed for the event.

Reception- The reception was held at the 
4-H Building at the Lake County Fair¬ 
grounds. At the reception there was plenty 
of food, music, dancing, and people. During 
dinnera live Mariachis band played authen¬ 
tic Mexican music. Erica, her partner Scott 
Everly, and her attendants performed a dance 
during the reception. In the middle of the 
dance, the attendants formed a circle around 
Erica and the flower girls handed her a pair of 
high heels and a tiara. The changing of flats to 
heels represents the change from a girl to a woman. 
After the dance was performed, a D.J. replaced the 
Mariachis, and about 130 guests danced until aboutn:3o 
P.M. After the whole day was through, the event lasted 
nine and half hours. Erica said, "It was the most memo¬ 
rable and fun day of my life. It was hard to describe the 
feeling of knowing that so many people care about you 
enough to want to be either in it, help with it, or just 
share that day with me. I couldn't express my gratitude 
enough to my attendants, my family, and friends for all 
they did."

Sophomores were 

required to take the 
ISTEP (Indiana State- 
wideTesting for Educa¬ 
tional Progress). The 
State Board of Educa¬ 
tion enforced testing 
sophomores in 1997. 

The ISTEP test determined if students would graduate. 
There was some controversy among students about the 
fairness of a test determining if they would graduate in the 
year 2001. Kelli Morgan said, "It's not fair because if you 
work to get all the credits you need to graduate then you 
shouldn't have to pass a test too." However, Bret Govert 
said, "Yes, I think it's fair because if you can't pass the test, 
you probably aren't going to be able to pass other tests and 


graduate." 


The tests consisted of two sections including math¬ 
ematics and English/language arts. The math section in¬ 
cluded basic computation, problem solving, algebra, geom¬ 


etry, and a few other mathematical concepts stu¬ 
dents were expected to know at the 10th grade 
level. The English/language arts section, among 
others, contained grammar, mechanics, use of 
language and meaning, reading comprehension, 
and writing development. 

Standards were set by the State Board of Edu¬ 
cation for both sections of the test. Students were 
required to score at or above the state standards. 

The math standard was 486 and the English/lan¬ 
guage arts standard was 466. If a student was to 
fail either section of the ISTEP test, they were 
given a second chance. Students were allowed to 
take the test until they passed. To help the stu¬ 
dents who failed, the school offered optional sum¬ 
mer courses that focused on concepts and mate¬ 
rial included in the ISTEP. Students who failed only one 
section of the test were not required to take the entire test 
over. Sophomores whofailed the ISTEP from the 1997-1998 
school year were retested in early March. 

Besides the boredom and stress for sophomores who 
took the test, freshmen and upperclassmen had to deal 
with the hassle of switching classrooms to make room for 
the testing. Some sophomores who were in classes with 
upperclassmen had to get their assignments if the teacher 
decided to continue on with their lesson plans during their 
absence. Teachers who had mainly all sophomores in their 
classes, but some students in other grades, allowed their 
students to consider their class a study hall for the day. 
Some students were forced into auditorium classrooms or 
to the library if their teacher was chosen to administer the 
test. All in all, students in all grades felt the hassle of the 
required ISTEP test.

Despite rumors of planned violence 
ki students make best of last few days 

U ID YOU EVER HEAR THE ONE ABOUT THE armed 
police officers that manned the lunch room? Well, sure you did. It 
was in the opening copy. But did you know that by the end of the 
year, they were manning the entrances and the hallways too.... and 
surprisingly, students didn’t think their presence was 
a joke any more. In fact, by May, they were glad they 
were here. 

IN A LAND FAR, FAR AWAY thousands of lives 
were changed forever. On the morning of April 20 th, 
two disgruntled students allegedly strolled up the front 
lawn of Columbine High School, in Columbine Colorado, 
with an intent to kill. The two young men went on a shoot- 
ing rampage tearing apart the school. When the smoke 
cleared, fifteen people had died. 

Terror even that far away had a rippling effect. School security 
was bumped up. More armed guards were added in the 
^school district, and all outside doors were locked by 7:45 A.M. Then 
something students never thought could happen in their home town 
happened. Rumors circulated around the school that there was a 
possible copycat situation planned for May 12 . Fear plagued the 
community, and parents planned to keep their children at home. 

WE HAVE BEEN TOLD IN ANCIENT TALES THE MAR¬ 
VELS OF HEROES...and this time the heroes were the adminis¬ 
trators and the police department. The two groups worked to¬ 
gether to make the school safe. On May 11 , dogs checked the 
school for bombs and the entire building was searched for weapons. Then on 
May 12 , students were met at the two entrances by policemen waving metal 
detectors. Out of the enrolled 1843 students, only around 500 arrived for the 
school day. Classroom doors were locked during classes, and hall 
passes were not issued to students. Sean Cole ( 10 ) said, 

“Hey, it was the safest day to be in school with all the secu- 
Y rity.” Thankfully, the rumors turned out to be nothing more 

than rumors, and students resumed school the next day. Acknowl¬ 
edging that “it” could have happened here was a frightening realiza¬ 
tion, but school got back to normal, and students looked forward to 
those end of the year activities. (continuedon page 278)
